EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. The non-elected claims 
have been cancelled in accordance with MPEP 821 .01 and the provisions of 37 CFR 

1 .144. Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of 
such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Non-elected claims 11-18, 20 and 21 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to use a nail plate as disclosed in 
either Rionda et al 4,486,1 15 or EP 0481941 in the product of Nakajima 5,098,762. The 
wood pieces and therefore the layers in Nakajima have a thickness of 1 .0 to 3.0 mm 
(see column 2, lines 33-36). The nail plates of the secondary reference have a nail 
length of 15 mm (see column 14, lines 16-22 of EP0481941 and column 2, lines 58-61 
of Rionda et al which cites US 3,731 ,583 as disclosing how the teeth are made in 
Rionda et al, and column 7, lines 36-38 of US 3,731,583 disclose a nail length of 0.594 
inches or 1 5 mm). Therefore, the nail-length of the nails on the nail plates of the 
secondary references are longer than the width of the wood pieces in Nakajima and, if 
used in the product of Nakajima, would extend completely through the wood pieces and

layers. Such a structure where the nails of a nail plate penetrate and extend beyond a 
wood piece or layer is clearly not contemplated by either Rionda et al or EP 0481941 in 
view of Figure 7 of Rionda et al and Figure 12 of EP 0481941 wherein is shown the 
nails of the nail plates not completely penetrating the wood pieces to which they are 
joined. Thus, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
nail plates of Rionda et al or EP 0481941 in the product of Nakajima.
